Perhaps you have a grader of some 
sort and read drags, but you need a 
heavy short roller. 
They coal loo 
much to buy, so make one this way. 
Procure an old worn-out mowing rn i- 
chine, any make, writes W. A. Dillon 
in Farm ers’ Mail and Breeze. 
Take 
off or break off all the parts that stick 
out past the wheels. 
Smooth off a 
bit of hard ground; now dig a small 
sole just large enough for the hub. 
Set the machine up on one end, put 
a jacket of galvanized sheet iron 
around the wheels, secure it at short 
intervals with small stove bolts and 
make it lit neat and straight. 
Now 
till the jacket with the best line con­ 
crete. 
Tamp it well and allow it to 
stand until the concrete is well set. 
Remove the jacket; keep the roller 
shaded and spray it for eight cr ten 
days. 
Have the blacksmith put an iron 
frame on this roller. 
Heavy tire iron 
will do, using the hubs for spindles. 
When a strong tongue is added you 
will have as good a roller as anybody ; 
one that will last a life time ana w ill 
cost but little. 
Save the jacket to 
make more rollers with. 
When your road is graded run tile 
roller down the center, instead of on 
the sides, as now. 
Take two disk 
harrows the same number of disks 
and if possible the same kind.

Every nation, naturally, imagines 
that its own warriors are the best, 
th at under equal conditions its army 
can whip any other army. 
The truth 
appears to be th at under equal con­ 
ditions armies would generally fight 
each other to a standstill. 
“Gunpow­ 
der,” as some one has said, “make3 
all men the same height ” 
It is nearly always numerical su­ 
periority that wins. 
Von Moltke’s old 
formula of “meeting 
the 
enemy 
in 
every situation with more men than 
he has,” is applicable in the present 
war as it was in 1870. 
In every suc­ 
cess the Germans have had thus far, 
they have outnumbered their oppo­ 
nents. 
W henever 
the 
allies 
have 
driven them back, it has been by su­ 
perior weight of troops. 
The same 
fact is evident in the battles between 
the Russians and the 
Germans 
in 
E ast Prussia. 
It is even true in Ga­ 
licia. though crushing defeats by the 
Russian hordes have so broken the 
spirit of the Austrian soldiers that 
an inferior force may rout them now. 
We may talk of British stubborn­ 
ness, French spirit, German determi- 
iation, Russian 
courage, 
etc. 
But 
there is no salient 
m ilitary 
virtue 
without its corresponding defect. The 
law' of compensation operates here, 
, s elsewhere. 
It is not flattering tc 
the patriotism of any nation, but it is 
I robably true, th at with the same 
training, the same 
equipment, 
the 
same generalship and the same be­ 
lier in the righteousness 
of 
their 
cause, the individual soldiers of the 
various powers would have no more 
to do with the outcome than the same 
num ber of autom atons 
Even with 
such differences as do exist in the 
particulars mentioned, they are mere 
pawns in the game.

One day the president 
missed, and nhere was jet dead sol­ 
dier. 
It was explained afterward that 
the president had been drinking and 
his hand was a little unsteady. It was 
also explained that'ho felt very badly 
about the incident, and sent his condo­ 
lences to the soldier’s family. Ile w as 
really a good president, and he never 
got over the accident. 
Salvador does not rely solely on its 
army to maintain, and propagate Its 
standing among Latin-Amorican coun­ 
tries. It has taken to itself part of the 
task 
of 
promoting 
Latin-American 
unity, with the special purpose of off­ 
setting 
the 
supposed 
imperialistic 
tendencies of the United States. There 
are public men in Salvador who really 
think that their country is iii danger 
of absorption by what they call the 
colossus of the North. 
At different periods all South Amer­ 
ica has been flooded with literature, 
emanating from Salvador, iii which 
the racial unity of the different peo­ 
ples is set forth and plans are pro­ 
posed for uniting them all against the 
United States. Salvador put herself in 
the front of the procession. 
Much of this literature is prepared 
by juntas, or bodies of students. The 
young men are those who get easily 
worked up over the specter of North 
American imperialism, and write let­ 
ters to other young men urging that 
all unite in order to lay the ghost. 
Some of this feeling is really sincere, 
but much of it is manufactured. What 
is needed to remedy it is to have 
more young Salvadorans sent to the 
colleges of the United States. 
Americans In Salvador, who are en­ 
gaged in business, and who mind their 
own business, have little trouble. They 
get along well with the government 
and with the people, though they are 
conscious at times of the existence of 
the anti-American sentiment.

the road tax should not be used for 
putting the highways in good condi­ 
tion for travel, says Northwestern Ag­ 
riculturist. 
The split log drag and 
other road-making implements should 
be put to work before the 
ground 
freezes. 
The outside of the 
roads 
should be brought into the center of 
the track which will establish a crust 
that will shed the water, rather than 
retain rains, which are sure to occur 
during the late fall and early spring 
months. Roads having a full-high cen­ 
ter are quite sure to remain in good 
condition during the rainy season of 
fall and spring. Steep hills, where wa­ 
ter is apt to collect iii wheel tracks, 
should be provided with open gutters 
on each side into which rains may be 
diverted with an occasional crest over 
which water cannot pass. Approaches 
to bridges and culverts should be so 
filled with earth that vehicles of all 
kinds blay pass over them without 
serious jolts and jars. Roads are much 
improved when covered with gravel. 
This is a season of the year when such 
work can be accomplished at a mini­ 
mum expense. Every township should 
own gravel pits from which road-ma­ 
king material can be cheaply obtained. 
Concrete roads will soon become pop­ 
ular. 
The same material only should 
be used in making small bridges and 
culverts. 
A good quality of sand and 
gravel is necessary to make service­ 
able concrete. 
Every farmer should 
have a special interest in all roads ad­ 
joining his premises and lead-^g to 
market.

PLEA FOR WIDER ROADWAYS 


Fourteen-Foot Road Will Outlast Three 
Nine-Foot Roads and Is Much 
Better in Every Way. 


Have not our counties and townships 
been wasting a good bit of our money 
by building 9-foot roadbeds on 24 by 
20 foot wide road grades? 
A 24-foot 
wide grade is plenty wide enough for 
a 14-foot roadbed. 
Then why spoil 
a good grade by putting on a 9-foot 
road when it costs less than one-third 
more to make a good job of it? Foui- 
teen feet is sufficient width for two 
tracks; 
that would mean just one- 
hall of the wear on the road. 
Then 
we can drive so as to have a wheel on 
each side of the center and that makes 
one more track and will be equal to 
a 9rfoot road. 
So you see we have 
three times the wearing surface on a 
14-foot roadbed that we do on a 9-1'oot.. 
Then we have a chance to pass other 
rigs without one or botli going into 
the ditch. 
Now this is claiming quite 
a lot for one-third more expense, but I 
think a 14-foot road will outlast three 
9-foot roads, has a handier surface and 
is better in every way, writes John D. 
De Pou in Michigan Farmer, 
if you 
come up behind a rig you have a 
chance to get by. 
If you are driving 
an auto you do not have to go outside 
of the hard roadbed and take chances 
on skidding into the ditch. 
A 9-foot roadbed has but one track 
Where the wheels run it gets packed 
perfectly solid and a heavy load will 
crush all small stones into dust, and 
the first auto that comes along sucks 
it up on the front side of the wheels 
and then blows it clear off the track 
when they let go. 
This doesn’t seem 
much, but when from one to fifty or 
more go over the same track it soon 
counts. 
Meanwhile, the horses travel­ 
ing in the center with iron-shod hoofs 
have kept that dug loose and it gradu­ 
ally works out, leaving the road low 
in the center where it should be high 
Then when heavy rains come the 
ridges where the wheel tracks come 
hold it in and it washes down the cen­ 
ter to the lowest level, where it runs 
off at tile sides, cutting ditches and 
causing a bad chuck hole. 
This road is hard to keep in repair. 
if you use a road grader or drag to 
scrape the sides to the center the 
wheel tracks are so solid that they

on more gravel it will not pack in the 
center, but keep working into the 
wheel tracks, making them still higher, 
when theV are too high already.

the enormous expense to towns, vil­ 
lages and private individuals through 
their effort to protect and save their 
property and the loss of timber and 
the depreciation of real estate will 
bring the cost of these 
two 
insect 
pests iii New England states 
alone 
into many millions of dollars. 
As 
these pests are rapidly spreading into 
many other sections of the country, it 
behooves everyone to spare no means 
to prevent their establishment. 
According to the various writers, 
the 
principal 
spread 
takes 
place 
through the Hight of the moths just 
after they emerge from the pupal 
stage into adult moths, which is usual- j 
Iv during tile early part of July. 
The 
flight of these moths takes place at i 
.light; they are seldom seen flying in 
the daytime. 
The injury caused by this insect, 
where established, can hardly be esti­ 
mated in terms of dollars and cents. 
The foliage of all fruit trees, especial­ 
ly pear and apple where available, 
seems to be the preferred food of the 
caterpillar, but they freely attack all 
shade trees including the oaks, ma­ 
ples, 
elms 
and 
the 
like. 
Pines, 
spruces and other conifers are the 
only exceptions!. This extensive range 
of food plants shows the possibilities 
of severe damage to our trees and 
shrubs if this pest becomes estab­ 
lished. 
y 
In addition to the injury to fruit, 
shade and forest trees, there is an­ 
other feature which if not alarming is 
troublesome and endangers the public 
health. 
The caterpillar bears tiny 
nairs which are barbed. When the in­ 
sects molt these barbed hairs are 
shed. 
These hairs float about in the 
air and are a constant source of trou­ 
ble to persons living in an infested 
district. 
When these hairs come in 
contact with the skin they cause se­ 
vere irritation and an annoying rash 
is the result. 
This of itself should 
cause strong measures, looking to the 
elimination of this pest, to be adopted.
